fearing, a crisis, turned the bulk of his 
property into jewels and sent liis wife 
t^ Sa;i Francisco with a fortune es- 
t>imated at ten millions.

A correspondent of the Boston 
Globe thus describes an easy and 
sanitary way of washing dishes:*! 
use the. ptilp or Jibcr ware instead 
of enamel or tin for dishpan,' arid 
when I am doing it myself I gather 
dishes from the table, placing tho 
least soiled in the dishpan, which is 
illled with very hot water und a 
little Jjoraw 
The only soap used 
comos from agitating a shaker so 
that spittll pieces of soap are in this 
way used up. Tho dishes remain in 
the water until I finish everything 
Ise in the dining room; then 1 turn 
out the water, fill with clean hot wa­ 
ter and wash, rinsing each dish in 
dear boiling water. 
They are all 
ilaced in a 'dish drainer and are 
dry, ready to put away, in a few 
moments, without wiping, which is 
fur more cleanly and saves much 
time. 
Knives and lurks are tho 
only things wiped. 
It also saves 
dish towels, as there is little or no 
wear and tear upon them in this 
way. 
The few minutes 
they lie 
soaking in the water make the 
washing simple und they shine “like 
diamonds” when dry.

of the Stadium by surmounting 
them with a marble colonnade. 
When the propylaeu will be com­ 
menced is'not known.

THE TRUNK SBWER. 


Piiblio Uearinff Will bo Hold 
on tJie Proposition Monday, 
Au^« 
8—Approximate 
Cost 
$200,000. 


The public hearing on the proposi­ 
tion lo opnstfuet « trunk Kower will 
pfobabl:}' be' held on Aug. 8. At that 
time property owners will have a 
chance to ajilJortr before tljo bo^ard of 
jiublic irhprovenients to discuss the 
matter pro and eon. 


The proposed structure will bo of 
brick and cement, varying irom seven 
and islx-rtenths feet to eleveii and 
four-tenths feet in width. 
Jt will 
follow the present direction of the 
brook rather closely, the sharp curvcs 
of the present course being cut out. 
It will be de.signed to carry all sew­ 
age and flood water. 


'Phe cost of the proposed improve­ 
ment will be approximately $200,000. 
The assessments will extend over a 
period of twenty years. They will bo 
levied on the property within the 
area which naturally drains to the 
brook, and. that in which the sewage 
must drain in that direction. 
The 
cost will bo assessed by the superficial 
foot, or the area of the property. 


The property affected by this im­ 
provement is bouhdecl as follows; 


Beginning at the corner’of Finley 
and West State street, cast on West 
State to South Prairie; south on 
Prairie to Morgan; east on Morgan 
to Alley B; south on Alley B .to Dia­ 
mond alley,; oast on Diainond a.lley 
to Mauvaisterro street; 
north 
on 
Mauvaisterre street to Morgan; east 
on Morgan to Alloy C ; north on Alley 
C to East State street; east on’State 
to East street; north on East ’street 
to Jordan alley ; east on Jordan alley 
to Brown street; northeast to the 
junction of the Wabash and C. & A.; 
east on Wabash railroad to Johnson 
street; soutli.;;Q,n .lohnson street to 
Routt street j'^jyest oi\ Routt street 
to Brooklyn avenue; south on Brook­ 
lyn avenue to Henry street; west on 
Henry street to 0. & A. railroad;

During his career as an editor and 
publisher Mr. Doying has had a large 
number of men in his employ and 
witliout exception, the relations be 
tween employer, and employe were 
most pleasant and a feeling of mu­ 
tual trust always prevailed.
